Turning to the compoaition of the Jury lu tba 
trial court, tho Aitomoy-Ooneral said that he 
did not see bow the personnol ot tho Jury 
which tried petitioners la IhUi ease conld prop- 
erly bo aubmitted to the Oourt or considered by 
It In the present procooillni?. This inquiry 
must be made as to the eonsiiiiit.onallty of the 
Jury law of the Stole of lliii.'. IS 1.11. t ii ii as to 
how a State eourt may •'•'vo ennsiiii'' i thai law-. 

The record showed, he believed, ihat on iho 
challeage of one Juror asuKnest.on was made 
by one of tho counsel for th'j tirison- 
ors that there was a irovlslou in Uw 
constitution of Illinois, us well as in Ihu 
constitution of tho Ifoiled States, t'liar- 
aoteeing to every person a trtal by 
on Impartial Jury.

He would 
I snbuiit lhal, In or.ler to give the parties a 
I siaiidii.i; in court, the Suggestion or 
oiij 'ci on must have boea mode with 
ri'i^ur.l 10 a juror who iietually tried tho 
cast., or th.it by r.'Us.in of the c.\hiin-'ion of tho 
peieinptory challcuKC Ihe peliiio i ts w. r.l 
coni'iii lied I'l ui'L'.'i.l an Incoinp- lcnt juror, und 
were Iheri'liy In-ep.irauly <lalnui;ed. Tbo ques- 
llon w.is never raise. 1 with regard 10 any Juror 
who did actually sit in Dial eiise. 

A solloquy arose as to whether any eonstl- 
tutlonal question was raised upon aay member 
of the Jury accepted. Impaneled and sworn. 
Mr. Hunt denied that such was tho rase, and 
tho record w.s appealed to at the suggestion ot 
i hief .lust'ce Watte, as tho opposing counsel 
insisted there was such question. The Chief 
Justice dir 'ct.-d that all tho parts of the record 
relating tu iheque.tion thus ra sol should bo 
printed and siiiiniitt'"l to the conn to-day. 

Attomey lleneral Hunt rcsnmlni;. said tluat 
tho Jury law uf the State of Illinois was nut at 
lacked by counsel on the other side In the state 
S'Jiirenie Ckiurt.

eral question, and under the unlimited pro- 
visions of the fourteenth amondmont that 
question can l)o brought to this court for re- 
view. 11'! hoped that the eourt would maturely 
consider the t.ii'-rciiclilnij coiis'.'quoncos of tho 
construct on which ihe pelitioiVers desired to 
have given lo the foui t-'cnth aineiidnienl 

As to Ihe allctrcd -■iinreiiseiiiibie seiit-cli and 
se znre" II Is sa il that after the iinsoncrs h 
been arrested ihcir desks weie liiokcn oii. ti by 
th-. police and jiapcrs and bombs, etc. '.cr- 
taken out without a warrant. Tlio Alior.iey 
Ooneral .aid ho would like to know how a rrim- 
Inal's Insiniments of crime oouUl legally bo 
taken from him.

Ker 
tho Suprtfme Court a year or two ngo de- 
cided adversely on a right far higher and more 
sacred ihnu that ot haviog onu's desk pro- 
tected from violent search. In the Ker case, II 
was not a piece of oTUlenon; but it was 
the iiris.iuer himself who was al 
lei;ed lo havo been pnieured and brought 
Into court without the usual forma 
of law, and the lower court was upheld hy tbo 
Supreme Court of tlo' l iiited states lu taking

A aolloquy arose as to whelber any const 1 
tutloaal question was raised ujion nay nn niber 
of the Jury accepted.

Attomcy-aenerol Hunt i-esunilne. sidd Ib.at 
the Jury law of the Sl.iti- of Illinois was not nt 
lacked by counsel on the other side in the Statu 
Supi-emc Court. They sluleil i-xprcssly ircnd 
Ing from tho proceediiiRSI Ihiil -we have not 
thought It necessary to attack the conalltulion- 
nlily of tho law because It may be given a cott- 
struction which would make it unobjectiona- 
ble." 

"The contention, I supposed, was," said the 
Ait.irncy-aenena. "that Judge Gary had given 
i.j ihe law a coiuitruotlon In violation ot the 
cusiiiution. I bclloVo It to bo well sel- 
tk'd and estubl stiod that this court will 
rot review the decision ot the Supremo 
Court of a State as to th^ coualractlon 
to be g ven to Its own ei.iistilullon nnd 
Its own laws. The Jury law of IlllnoU has beon 
the eommiin liiw all over th.. I'alted Slates, 
and always. The previsions of the biw object 
edto In this ease have been In the statute Iiook 
of the State for thirteen years. There are sub 
stantlally the same laws in Arkansas, Culonido 
and Nehniska. whore they have Iwen sustained 
by the hlgheat State courta. ' 

The .Mtoraey-Oeneral then oallod attontlon 
f.irelbly to (he fact that recent changes in the 
jury laws of tho Slate all had for thoir purpose 
and object the iirocuremont of a hotter and 
more Intelligent class of men 
Jurors. Is It possible that whenever 
a law Is enacted In ai.y Slate 
wbleli ii eiik-nlzes tho chnn:.'.'.l eo i.lltlim of 
artalrs-a law which Is tulend 'd i.i a.l.ipt the 
Jury system to such cbauceil ennililams 
Federal question is raised; 'I'hen ihe eonvie 
Hon ol any man in a Stale court raises a i'cd 
oral question, and under the unlimited pro- 
visions of the fourteenth nmondmenl l^ttt 
qncstlon can bo brought to this court for re- 
view. Ho hoped that the court would maturely 
consider the far-reaching consequences of the 
construct on which the petitloifL'rs desired to 
have given to lbs fourteenth amendment. 

As to the allei-ed "unreasonable search and 
se.xure ■ Il Is sa d that after the prisoners had 
been nrri'iil' d ih.';rdesk. weie '.noken open by 
Ih^ p. llie. ■ aii.l piilKTs iiii'l lioinbs. eU'.. wer'j 
taken mil wnh.'iii a WLirniiif.

Mr. Hunt cited a very rocont decision ol a 
case coming from Illinois that was decidedly to 
the point. Mr. Tucker had pressed with muub 
ability the im> nt that 'ho Stale of III 
nols had v.i.l.ite.l tho snored rights 
ot 111" aeeused in scarcbinit without 
warrants ili";r desks and tnui'.<s. and us rg 
doi iinii uls there found as .'\ id'jii.'.' a;,'ainst 
tlicin on the trial. The AttoriKy-ileiierul re 
lorled that In (he case of Kreil. ru U .M. Ker 
the Snpri'uic Court a year or lau n^o d"- 
elded adversely on a right far higher uii l more 
sacred (ban that ot havhig one's desk pro- 
tected from violent search. In the Ker case, it 
was not a piece of ertdenco; but It wus 
tho prisoner himsolt who was al- 
leged to have been procured and brought 
Into court without the usual form* 
of law, and the lower court was upheld by the 
Supreme Court of the Cnlted SUtes In taking 
the pes lion that to long as the prisoner wns 
within th.' jarisdu'tlonof the eeurl. the court 
Would not inquir ' how- ho came there. 

The Altorney-dencrul then look up the cuso
